In reply to the article written by 
B. G. L as to girls paying their own 
way when escorted by men to places 
of amusement, etc., I believe this is 
surely going to be the custom in 
time, as I actually know of a great 
many cases now. Especially is this 
custom prevalent among young mar- 
ried couples when both parties are 
working and the wife not only pays 
half the cost of the amusements, 
but half the household expenses as 
well 

However, if B. G. L. will investi- 
gate he will find that the biggest op- 
posigjion to this arrangement’ will 
come from the men themselves. 
They made the law and establishea 
the custom in olden times and arc 
loath to adopt any other. Pride 
being the stumbling block with most 
of them. 

This convention of the man paying 
when escorting a woman I believe 
came about quite simply from the 
unwritten law that the man shal! do 
the “pursuing.” interpreted in this 
age as “asking.” It is accepted 
when anyone, man or woman, in- 
vites another to go to the theater or 
dinner, that the one doing the ask- 
ing shall pay the bill.
